Sir, 

l  have  the  honour  to  submit  herewith  the  report  of  the  Port  Health  Officer, 
Rangoon,  for  the  year  1916. 

The  vessels  arriving  at  the  port  of  Rangoon  from  Indian  and  Foreign  Ports 
numbered  966,  a  decrease  of  47  from  the  previous  year’s  returns.  Chinese  and 
Japanese  vessels,  many  of  them  plying  between  Rangoon  and  near  ports,  as 
Singapore,  Penang  and  Colombo,  show  a  large  increase  in  number  of  arrivals, 
The  number  of  passengers,  229,868,  was  62,100  less  than  in  1915. 

Sea-going  vessels  inspected  numbered  443,  an  increase  of  384  on  1915.  This 
large  increase  in  inspection  work  was  dependent  on  action  taken,  from  February 
1916,  under  Section  17-2D  of  the  Indian  Ports  Act,  for  the  detection  of  cases 
of  infectious  disease  among  passengers  and  crews,  mainly  from  Indian  ports. 

Vessels  reporting  infectious  disease  on  board  numbered  20  against  19  in 
1915.  In  January  the  masters  of  3  vessels  failed  to  report  infectious  cases  which 
occurred  on  board  during  the  voyage.  Deaths  during  the  voyage  attributed  to 
non-infectious  disease  were  reported  from  7  vessels,  in  two  other  cases  the  Pilot 
was  not  informed  of  the  occurrence  of  a  death  on  board,  and  in  another  instance 
•the  Pilot  omitted  to  hoist  the  necessary  signals. 

Inspection  was  carried  out  of  17  vessels  arriving  from  'tast  African  Ports, 
but  no  case  of  Jigger  was  detected. 

Under  the  Vaccination  Act  217  vessels  were  inspected  and  in  7  of  these 
vessels  cases  of  infectious  disease  not  previously  reported  to  the  Pilot  were 
reported  to  the  Port  Health  Officer  on  his  boarding  the  vessels.  In  yet  another 
9  vessels  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  brought  to  light  for  the  first  time  on 
disembarking  the  passengers  for  inspection  as  to  vaccination  ;  in  the  case  of  26 
further  vessels  infectious  disease  was  detected  among  passengers  at  the  inspection, 
and  in  two  other  cases  such  disease  developed  among  suspects  sent  to  hospital  for 
observation.  Thus  in  44  vessels  out  of  the  217  inspected  under  the  Vaccination 
Act,  or  20  per  cent.,  the  existence  of  infectious  disease  which  would  otherwise 
have  been  unreported  was  revealed  solely  owing  to  the  preventive  action  taken. 
Under  the  Indian  Ports  Act  174  vessels  were  inspected  and  unreported  cases  of 
infectious  disease  were  detected  in  10  of  these  vessels.  Thus  14  per  cent,  of  the 
total  number  of  vessels  inspected  under  the  two  Acts  carried  unnotified  cases  of 
infectious  disease  on  board.  Out  of  77  infected  vessels  only  33  reported  the 
circumstance  as  required  by  the  regulations. 

In  all  138  cases  of  infectious  disease  on  in-coming  vessels  were  recorded, 
being  87  in  excess  of  the  previous  year.

The  effects  of  12,976  passengers  and  of  744  crew  were  disinfected.  Fifty* 
four  infected  vessels  were  disinfected.  Other  infected  vessels  were  disinfected 
by  the  Ships’  Medical  Officers,  at  Sea,  or  by  the  Health  Authorities  of  other 
ports. 

Vaccination. — Out  of  712  unprotected  members  of  crew,  490  were  vaccinated 
on  arrival  at  Rangoon,  and  28,378  out  of  29,310  unprotected  passengers  were 
similarly  vaccinated. 

The  Port  Health  Segregation  Camp  was  maintained  in  a  state  of  readiness 
for  emergencies  throughout  the  year.  The  buildings  are  old  and  dilapidated  and 
unfit  for  the  housing  of  any  but  the  lowest  class  of  Asiatic  deck  passenger.  The 
facilities  for  landing  passengers  are  very  defective.  Lack  of  funds  has  involved 
the  postponements  of  all  improvements  to  the  camp  until  after  the  war. 

Inspection  of  out-going  vessels  destined  for  ports  out  of  India. — These 
numbered  440,  or  154  in  excess  of  the  return  for  1915.  They  included  54 
vessels  carrying  emigrant  passengers  for  Tavoy  and  Mergui,  who  were  made 
liable  to  inspection  for  infectious  disease  by  General  Department  Notification 
No.  6  of  13th  January  1916.  One  hundred  and  thirty-one  suspects  were 
detained.  Of  these  3  developed  plague,  4  small-pox,  3  measles  and  5  chicken- 
pox  while  under  observation.  No  case  of  plague  was  reported  as  having  occurred 
after  a  vessel  left  Rangoon.  One  case  of  small-pox  subsequently  developed  on 
board  during  the  outward  voyage. 

At  the  request  of  Shipping  Agents,  22  vessels  were  fumigated  for  the 
destruction  of  rats.  On  10  such  vessels  209  rats  were  reported  as  destroyed. 
In  addition  to  the  normal  work  of  inspection  of  Port  employees,  1,675  artizans, 
labourers,  and  crews  of  river  craft,  all  destined  for  service  in  Mesopotamia,  were 
examined  by  the  Port  Health  Officer  and  his  assistants. 

The  Disinfecting  Stoves  were  in  use  for  1,076  hours,  twice  as  long  as  in 

I9,5' 

Much  credit  is  due  to  the  Port  Health  Officef,  Dr.  F.  A.  Foy,  and  to  his 
assistants,  Mr.  Solomon  and  Mr.  I.  K.  Vazeer,  for  the  energetic  and  capable 
manner  in  which  they  dealt  with  the  greatly  increased  volume  of  work  which 
devolved  upon  them  during  the  past  year.

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  of  the  work  done  by  the  Port 
Health  Department  for  the  year  ending  31st  December  1916. 

The  staff  during  the  year  was  substantially  the  same  as  that  on  31st 
Hecember  1915. 


Inspection  of  Incoming  Vessels. 

Arrivals—  There  were  966  vessels  from  Indian  and  Foreign  ports,  or  47  less  Statement  L 
than  in  1915.  The  number  of  passengers  is  229,868,  or  62, 100  less  than  in  1915. 

Vessels  not  visited.- — These  were  523,  chiefly  cargo  vessels  and  were  Statement  1. 
reported  to  have  carried  35,444  members  of  crew  and  23,846  passengers,  of 
which  latter  over  21,000  arrived  by  vessels  in  January  and  February. 

Vessels  visited,  (a)  Sea-going  vessels. — These  were  443  or  an  increase  on  Statement 
1915  of  384  and  carried  41,825  members  of  crew  and  206,022  passengers.11^' 

This  large  increase  in  the  number  of  vessels  operated  on  Was  due  to  (1)  as  it  was 
found  that  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  being  landed  without  being  reported, 

Section  1 7-2D  of  the  Indian  Ports  Aot  was  brought  into  operation  in  February  1916. 

All  deck  passengers  were  observed  and  all  subordinate  crew  inspected.  (2)  It 
was  then  found  that  cases  of  infectious  disease,  chiefly  small-pox,  existed  on 
board  in- coming  vessels  without  being  detected  by  the  Ships’  Authorities  and 
Section  9  of  the  Vaccination  Law  Amendment  Act  Was  then  applied  to  vessels 
from  all  the  Indian  Ports  in  the  Bay  of  Bengal.  The  latter  measure  gave  an 
opportunity  for  closer  observation  of  passengers  from  these  ports  and  of 
vaccinating  all  unprotected  labourers.  The  two  measures  just  mentioned 
increased  the  work  by  two  and  a  half  times  more  than  normal,  but  without  extra 
expense  to  Government.

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A.— Vessels  reporting  infectious  disease  were  only  20  (against  19  in  1915), 
On  these,  two  more  cases  were  detested  at  inspection  and  two  more  developed  in 
hospital  among  suspects  detained.  In  January  3  steamers  failed  to  report  cases 
to  the  Pilots  at  Elephant  Point. 

Deaths  from  non-infectious  disease  were  reported  by  7  vessels,  2  failed  to 
report  and  in  one  the  vessel  failed  to  hoist  the  required  signals,  making  10  in  all 
with  such  deaths. 

From  East  African  ports  17  vessels  arrived-  No  cases  of  Jigger  wer© 
detected  on  inspection. 

Serious  non-infectious  cases  were  brought  in  quarantine  by  2  vessels  to 
facilitate  removal  to  hospital. 

The  above  work  on  52  vessels  is  about  equal  to  the  yearly  inward  work  since 
1912  inclusive. 

R .—  Vaccination  Act.— The  vessels  inspected  under  the  Burma  Vaccination 
Law  Amendment  Act  of  1909  numbered  217  and  of  these  7  had  not  repoited 
infectious  disease  to  the  Pilot,  but  reported  to  the  Port  Health  Department  on 
boarding,  in  9  vessels  it  was  detected  at  disembarkation,  in  26  vessels  at  inspection, 
and  in  2  vessels  it  developed  among  suspects  sent  to  hospital  making  41  in  all 
(or  20  per  cent,  of  the  217)  unreported  at  Elephant  Point.  Three  vessels  were 
brought  under  this  Act  by  mistake. 

(To  help  to  carry  out  the  present  Police  and  Customs  inspections,  the  Port 
Commissioners  have  kindly  allowed  the  use  of  a  portion  of  Brooking  Street 
Warehouse  Shed  adjoining  Sparks  Street  Land  Shed.  When  the  passenger  traffic 
is  heavy,  even  this  accommodation  is  very  cramped,) 

C. — Indian  Ports  Act—  The  number  of  vessels  visited  under  this  Act  was 
174.  At  observation  on  board  of  9  and  at  disembarkation  of  passengers  at  the 
wharf  of  one  vessel,  infectious  disease  was  detected  which  had  not  been  reported 

at  Elephant  Point.  #  . 

The  aggregate  number  of  vessels  inspected  under  B  and  C  is  3b2  (all 
passenger  vessels)  and  of  these  54  °r  14  Per  cer*T  were  infected  and  failed  to 
report  at  Elephant  Point. 

The  aggregate  number  of  infected  vessels  under  A,  B  and  C  is  77,  an<^  of 
these  only  23  reported  while  54,  or  77  per  cent.,  failed  to  report  infection  at 
Elephant  Point.  The  necessity  for  inspection  on  arrival  in  Port  is  thus  apparent. 

Plague. — No  vessels  arrived  infected  with  plague  or  a  history  of  rat 
1  mortality. 

Measures. — As  a  result  of  the  visits  the  following  were  carried  out: — 

(1)  Inspection. —  Cases  of  infectious  disease  reported  and  detected  were  138 
(including  56  of  small-pox  and  22  of  cholera)  or  87  in  excess  of  last  year  (more 
than  two  and  a  half  times  as  many).  Of  these,  29  sick  were  reported  on  arrival, 
84  sick  detected  on  inspection,  1 1  corpses  and  cases  left  at  other  ports,  8  corpses 
disposed  of  prior  to  arrival  here,  5  cases  developed  among  febrile  suspects  at 
hospital,  and  1  (of  cholera)  was  reported  from  Rangoon  Town  in  a  passenger  who 
was  found  well  the  same  morning. 

Cases  of  inflamed  and  enlarged  glands  noted  unconnected  with  plague 
numbered  69,  Most  of  thern  were  examined  for  plague  bacilli  in  gland  tissue  and 
none  were  detected. 

Suspects  sent  to  hospital  for  observation  for  fever,  diarrhoea,  undefined  rashes, 
etc.,  numbered  670.  Of  these,  5  developed  infectious,  disease.  These  would 
certainly  have  escaped  segregation,  if  there  had  been  no  inspection. 

Lepers  sent  to  the  Police  numbered  16. 

(2)  Disinfection  of  effects  of  744  members  of  crew  and  of  12,976  passen* 
gers  was  carried  out. 

(3)  Disinfection  of  60  infected  vessels  or  vessels  suspected  to  be  infected 
was  effected,  and  of  these  54-  were  disinfected  at  Rangoon. 

(4)  Vaccination. — Members  of  crew  inspected  were  2  1,919  and  passengers 
164,074.  Of  the  crew  712  were  unprotected  and  of  these  590  were  vaccinated, 
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Of  the  passengers  29,31°,  or  1  7  per  cent.,  were  unprotected  and  of  these  28,378 
Were  vaccinated.  Of  the  rest  500  could  not  be  detained,  as  vaccinators  were  not 
available,  40  were  military  recruits,  and  the  rest  either  refused  vaccination  or 
were  rejected  for  old  age,  etc.  Vaccination  has  been  carried  out  by  Municipal 
vaccinators,  the  numbers  being  tallied  by  the  Port  Health  clerks,  and  when  there 
has  been  a  rush  of  passengers  the  Port  Health  Department  has  helped  with 
clerical  labour  as  available. 

( a )  As  no  vessels  arrived  infected  with  plague,  no  fumigation  on  this  account 
was  carried  out. 

The  Port  Health  Camp  was  not  required  to  be  used  for  segregation  of 
in-coming  passengers  during  1916.  Indian  coolies  for  Tavoy,  996  in  number, 
were  accommodated  and  segregated  at  the  camp  from  26th  May  to  8th  June  1916, 
and  from  20th  to  31st  December  1916. 

(b)  Riverine. — Six  vessels  were  visited,  2  for  plague,  3  for  small-pox,  and  Statement 
1  on  account  of  a  death  subsequently  declared  to  be  due  to  pneumonia.*  Measures 

are  detailed  in  Statement  IH.  On  the  2  plaguednfected  vessels  13  lb.  of  sulphur 
were  burnt  in  the  holds. 

( c )  Inspection  of  Vessels  in  Harbour. — yEight  vessels  underwent  measures 
for  infection,  of  which  2  were  for  plague  and  suspected  plague  and  2  for  deaths 
ascribed  later  to  non-infectious  causes.  The  case  of  plague  occurred  in  a 
sampan.  Fumigation  was  not  carried  out  in  the  vessel  from  which  a  case  of 
suspected  plague  was  removed  as  the  diagnosis  was  doubtful. 


Inspection  of  Out-going  Vessels. 

Inspection  of  tessels  proceeding  to  ports  out  of  India  were  440,  or  154  S^emeirt 
in  excess  of  1915.  These  include  all  the  weekly  and  extra  steamers  to  Tavoy 
inspected  under  General  Department  Notification  No.  6,  dated  the  13th  January 
1916.  But  even  if  these  be  deleted,  the  vessels  are  100  more  than  in  1915.  The 
•440  vessels  carried  32,557  crew  and  33,724  passengers,  all  inspected  prior  to 
departure.  The  coolies  handling  baggage  were  also  inspected. 

Results  of  Inspection. — Three  cases  of  small-pox,  5  of  chicken-pox  and  3  of 
measles  and  120  febrile  and  other  suspects  were  detained  and  sent  to  hospital. 

Of  the  febrile  suspects  3  developed  plague.  Cases  of  enlarged  glands  obviously 
not  due  to  plague  were  100.  No  cases  of  plague  are  known  to  have  developed 
among  the  crew  and  passengers  of  these  vessels  on  their  outward  voyages.  One 
instance  of  small-pox  was  reported.  Numbers  of  crew,  passengers  and  baggage 
coolies  whose  effects,  boots  and  boxes  were  disinfected  are  shown  in  Statement 
III.  The  decks  of  the  440  steamers  were  all  certified  to  have  been  washed  down. 

The  crews'  quarters  were  inspected  and  432  were  found  clean.  The  remainder 
were  cleaned  prior  to  issue  of  the  Bill  of  Health.  Inspections  of  measures  to 
prevent  the  ingress  of  rats  into  vessels  at  wTarves  were  35.  Five  visits  were 
paid  to  vessels  for  which  Agents  requested  Fend-off  certificates  that  rat  guards 
were  applied  to  ropes  between  the  vessel  and  cargo  boats.  Packages  of  wearing 
apparel  booked  as  cargo  were  13  and  were  inspected  and  found  clean.  Of  the 
25,109  Asiatic  members  of  crew,  1,890  were  new  men  and  were  examined  twice 
both  prior  to  signing  on  at  the  Rangoon  Shipping  Office  and  at  the  time  of  depar¬ 
ture.  Of  these,  1,807  were  passed  and  83  rejected,  for  various  medical  reasons. 
Passengers  proceeding  to  Indian  ports  found  sick  by  Ships’  Doctors  and 
Agents  were  23  and  were  sent  to  this  department  for  disposal  and  7  of  these  were 
found  suffering  from  small- pox  (mostly  in  the  epidemic  season).  Fumigation  of 
22  vessels  at  Agent’s  request  were  carried  out.  On  10  of  these,  209  rats  were 
reported  to  be  destroyed.  Ten  of  these  rats  from  8  of  these  vessels  were 
examined  for  plague  bacilli,  but  none  were  detected.  Vessels  to  Java  were 
fumigated  after  loading,  and  in  most  of  these  no  records  as  to  rats  destroyed  were 
obtained,  as  the  vessels  left  immediately  after  fumigation.  Vessels  to  Cuba,  New 
York  and  Australia  were  fumigated  empty.

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Miscellaneous  Transactions  and  Remarks. 

Examination  of  Port  Commissioners'  Officers  and  employees . — There  are  now 
1,726  officers,  employees  and  subordinates,  including  daily  labourers.  The 
Medical  Boards  were  on  a  licensed  pilot  for  fitness  for  extension  of  service, 
on  one  Assistant  Harbour  Master  for  leave  on  medical  certificate,  and  on  another 
for  fitness  for  service.  Examination  of  candidates  for  fitness  to  join  were  77  on 
49  candidates  and  46  were  passed.  Examinations  for  medical  certificate  were  2,325 
in  number  (against  2,155  *n  I9|5)  on  294  employees,  and  280  were  declared  fit. 
Infectious  diseases  dealt  with  were  plague  9,  small-pox  4,  chicken-pox  2,  measles 
2  and  mumps  1,  In  some  cases  the  employee  was  a  contact,  in  others  a  patient. 
The  employee’s  house  and  effects  were  disinfected  and  in  the  case  of  plague  and 
small-pox  he  had  to  pass  the  incubation  period  before  he  re-joined.  Fever  cases 
were  most  numerous.  Seven  cases  of  hydrocele  and  2  cases  of  hernia  under¬ 
went  radical  cure,  3  cases  required  circumcision.  There  were  15  cases  of 
injuries  and  wounds,  3  of  dog-bite  and  1  of  snake-bite.  During  the  small-pox 
season  21 1  were  re-vaccinated,  of  whom  185  produced  certificates.  Two  consign-* 
ments  of  condemned  food  were  dealt  with. 

Examinations  at  the  request  of  the  Principal  Port  Officer.-— These  were 
1,675  in  number  against  48  in  1915  and  were  not  only  on  lighthouse  keepers 
but  on  artizans  and  labourers  and  crew  of  river  craft  for  service  in  Mesopotamia, 
Of  these  1,675  there  were  passed  1,594  while  81  were  rejected  for  medical 
reasons.  All  the  1,675  were  inspected  for  vaccination  and  38  were  unprotected 
and  vaccinated  prior  to  engagement. 

Port  Health  Department  employees  and  Police  who  reported  sick  numbered 
22. 

Cases  of  infectious  disease  dealt  with  numbered  ^89,  or  101  in  excess  of 
1915.  This  excess  is  largely  due  to  detection  during  inspection  for  vaccination. 

The  Disinfecting  Stove  was  closed  for  1,076  hours,  or  more  than  double 
those  of  1915. 

Cases  of  non-inf ectious  disease  sent  to  hospital  numbered  1,331,  and  others, 
not  sent  were  noted  including  glands  and  skin  diseases. 

Port  Health  Department. — The  Assistant  Port  Health  Officers,  Mr.  Solomon 
and  Mr.  Vazeer  (L.M.&  S.,  D.P.H.),  have  efficiently  helped  me.  Inspectresses, 
the  Head  Clerk,  Disinfecting  Assistants  and  Clerks  and  Police  Officers  have  done 
their  work  carefully.  I  hereby  wish  to  thank  them  all.
